equipment for each school. 

In the first phase of the 
BSF programme, Clapton 
Girls’ Technology College 
and Stoke Newington 
School for Media & Arts 
will be refurbished and 
new facilities created. 

While Hackney Free & 
Parochial CE School will 
be completely rebuilt.

Initial construction work 
began this summer on all 
three schools and the first 
refurbished building at 
Clapton Girls’ Technology 
College is due to open in 
February 2009. 

Cllr Rita Krishna, 
Cabinet Member for 
Children’s Services, said: 
“Hackney’s children and 
young people deserve the 
best of teaching and 
learning and the best of 
environments in which to 
pursue their goals. 

“Our strong partnership 
will help us to deliver 
modern and fit for purpose 
facilities which will serve 
the whole community.”

“We look forward to 
continuing our work with 
all of the schools in the 
programme, alongside the 
Council and The Teaming 
Trust. We are confident 
that in partnership we can 
design and build schools 
that will be better places 
for Hackney children to 
achieve their aspirations.” 

Hackney is in Wave 2 of 
the national BSF 
programme. It will create 
schools that serve the 
whole community with a 
range of public services 
everyone can benefit from 
including leisure and 
educational facilities.

for delivering the BSF 
programme nationwide, 
said: “This is excellent 
news for the young people, 
teachers and the wider 
communities in Hackney 
and we congratulate all 
those involved on reaching 
this milestone.

A MASSIVE £1 67million investment programme for the 
borough’s schools has reached a significant milestone. 
Developer mpb signed a contract, on 27 November, to 
deliver Hackney’s ambitious Building Schools for the Future 
project. 

This gives the green light to continue the multi-million 
pound cash injection (which includes over £30million from 
the Council) to bring six secondary and four special needs 
schools up to standards fit for a 21 st century education. 
There was good news for our primary schools too this 
month, when the Government approved the Council’s plans 
to improve a number of our primary school buildings, 
adding another £20million to Hackney’s exisiting 
£1 4million investment for the first phase of improvements. 
Education attainment in the borough has improved 
significantly over recent years, despite the fact that many of 
our schools are not built or equipped to the standards 
needed for a modern education. 

These new schemes will change that, by providing 
additional high quality school places within a better 
environment to learn and teach. 

The new school buildings will be energy efficient and 
equipped with the modern technology and sports facilities 
needed to give all our young people the best possible 
chance to develop their full potential.

The awards ceremony also 
celebrated the ongoing 
commitment and support of 
social workers, teachers, 
carers and community staff 
in Hackney. Medals and 
certificates were presented 
by Alan Wood, head of The 


Learning Trust, and Cllr 
Rita Krishna, Cabinet 
Member for Children’s 
Services. She said: “It was a 
pleasure to award 
educational certificates and 
medals to young people 
who have done well.”

All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q: Do I need to take envelopes apart before I 
recycle them - or can the plastic windows 
go in as well? 

A: We would prefer residents to remove the windows and 
wrappings from envelopes, magazines and supplements. 
It makes the recycling process much easier, but it is 
understood this does not always happen. 

Recycling teams sort materials at the roadside, leaving 
behind anything that can’t be reused. 

At a depot in Edmonton, materials are tipped into separate 
bays and any obvious contamination removed before 
being bulked and sent on for reprocessing. 

At Aylesford Newsprint each load that arrives is visually 
assessed. Any contamination is removed during the first 
stage of the recycling process, but it is possible that a 
load containing more than one per cent plastic 
contamination will be rejected.

raised beds in a 10 square 
metre plot of land 
belonging to St Paul’s 
Vicarage, N16.

A PROJECT that helps people on low incomes 
furnish their homes without getting into debt 
can provide a new lease of life for unwanted 
furniture. 

Homestore will collect items from homes in 
Hackney for free, and then pass them on to 
people who are struggling to buy furniture. 

One woman who recently bought a table and 
chairs said: “I borrowed a lot of money to put 
down a deposit on my flat and then had to 
borrow more money for the furniture. 
“Homestore costs less than half what I was 
paying. It’s made all the difference to me.” 

As well as helping those in need, donating an 
item prevents it from going to landfill. 

The Council also offers a free removal service 
for bulky waste like fridges, cookers and 
furniture. It will remove up to five items per 
collection and make up to four collections per 
household each year. If an item is reusable, be 
sure to tell the operator when booking a 
collection.

H Hackney

The Ballad of Crazy Paola, 
The Areola Theatre, E8, 25 
November 

THE title of Arne Sierens’ 
rhythmic play, translated from 
Flemish by Stephen Greenhorn 
is an irresistable one. 

At a slight one hour that flies by, 
and with a cast of two, it still 
manages to pack in a plethora 
of reasons for why the past is 
often best left unexplored. 
Divorcee Paola’s search for a 
drumming tutor for her teenage 
son leads to a chance encounter 
with ex-lover Serge’s brother 
Raymond -and a series of 
muddled reminiscenses about 
the young couple’s relationship. 


Holly Atkins and Anthony 
Shuster give an energetic 
performance, making the most 
of the script’s deadpan humour. 
The cramped set, with it’s 
depressing beige pile carpet 
and tiny compartments 
crammed with the detritus of 
Paola’s life, emphasises the 
gloom of both characters, as 
does the rhythmic drumming 
that haunts the play. 

Trouble lies not in the 
performance, but that the play is 
only as appealing as its subject 
- the absent Serge and his wild, 
youthful music career. What 
emerges, despite both 
characters’ fixation with him as 
a lover or brother, is a mediocre 
and unappealing individual. 
Although the play is preoccupied 


with Serge, it is hard to share 
the characters’ obsession, and 
by the end, the elephant in the 
room is irritating rather than 
enigmatic. 

Several scenes lead to dead 
ends - why and to where does 
Paola’s son disappear? Why 
have neither of the pair 
encountered each other over the 
years, despite apparently being 
in the same town? The whole 
thing seems rather aimless, but 
that is what you get with a play 
about a lonely mum chewing 
over her ‘crazy’ youth.

the rest of the population. 

Researchers from the 
Gynaecological Cancer 
Research Centre, at 
University College London’s 
Institute for Women’s 
Health, hope this will help 
identify those at risk of 
developing cancers or 
passing on the risk to their 
children. 

Organisations including 
Jewish Care and Norwood 
are supporting the project 
and people interested in 
volunteering can get 
information from Hackney’s 
Norwood Centre in Stoke 
Newington. 

The pilot phase involving 
1,000 will continue for the 
next year. This will be 
followed by the core phase 
of the project, targeting a 
further 9,000 people. 

Professor Ian Jacobs, 
Director for the Institute for 
Women’s Health, said: 
“There is the possibility that 
this approach will lead to a 
reduction in the number of 
cancers.

The balcony was badly 
damaged by arson, 
although the balcony foyer 
was later used as a Turkish 
community centre. The 
magic of the movies has 
long gone, but if you look 
carefully you can still see 
the original grand building 
hiding behind the signs and 
shop-fronts of businesses 
located on the site today.

The 
initiative also offered help with 
buying a second hand bike and 
free cycle maintenance courses. 
The clubs, which won the best 
cycling initiative for young 
people in London award, are run 
by STA Bikes in partnership with 
the Council and funded by Team 
Flackney. Sally Haywill, from 
STA Bikes said: “The fact this 


award reflects the hard work of 
everyone involved is superb.” 
The scheme, which tackles 
health and environmental 
issues, has been commissioned 
for another year. 

A bicycle lockers project on 
Frampton Park estate won the 
best cycle facility award. The 
local Tenants and Residents 
Association (TRA), supported 
by Flackney Flomes, the 
Council and local police, 
developed the idea to deal 


with storage and security 
problems on the estate. 56 
lockers were installed, with 
funding from TfL, and a bike 
users group set up. 

Terry Edwards, TRA chair, said: 
“Bikes no longer need to be 
carried up flights of stairs, or 
stored on balconies or corridors. 
We hope to see even more 
residents taking up cycling.”

MULTI-MILLION 
funding boost for 
transport 
improvements in 
Hackney has been 
announced by Transport for 
London (TfL). 

The £3.3million package 
will be used to cut road 
deaths, improve town 
centres and cycling facilities, 
and carry out essential road 
maintenance. 

London boroughs are to 
be given greater freedom to 
develop and deliver the 
schemes they want, 
providing more choice over 
a range of key local schemes. 


Among the projects to 
benefit is the Gillett Square 
Streets For People scheme, a 
£400,000 cash injection will 
create wider footways, better 
street lighting, trees and 
pedestrian facilities in 
Dalston town centre. 

The Hackney Cycle 


Training Programme will 
use £200,000 in extra 
funding to provide free 
courses to enable more 
residents to develop the 
skills and confidence to cycle 
in London. In 2007/08 
Hackney trained over 1,100 
children and 350 adults and 


numbers are increasing 
every year. 

Walking routes between 
Hackney Central and 
London Fields will see 
£100,000 worth of 
improvements to footway 
surfaces, new crossings and 
safety measures. 

It is hoped these works 
will encourage more people 
to take up walking by 
creating more direct routes 
and reducing traffic impact. 

The road surface and 
pavements on Green Lanes 
will also get a £238,000 
revamp to correct uneven 
surfaces, potholes and 
cracks. There will also be 
money to introduce more 
20mph zones, controlled 
parking and develop school 
and work travel plans.

Ingredients 

• 1 kg red onions, thinly sliced 

• 2 tbsp olive oil 
•25g butter 

• 1 tbsp light brown muscovado sugar 
•3 tablespoons marmalade 

• Balsamic vinegar 

• Fresh thyme, chopped 
•Ready rolled puff pastry 
•Salt, mill pepper 


Method 

• Pre-heat oven to 200°C. Place the onions in a 

large roasting tin; add the oil, butter, sugar and season 
•Sprinkle with vinegar and thyme, mix well and arrange 
evenly. Roast for 30-35 minutes or until the onions 
start to caramelise 

• Remove tin from oven and increase heat to 220°C

A MAJOR part of T’s role is 
responding to calls from 
members of the public 
concerned about strays. 

But sometimes, as he 
explains, there’s something 
more unusual: “It’s not all 
dogs and cats. I got a call 
recently to help find a 
missing corn snake. I’ve also 
helped catch a parakeet that 
had escaped.” 

But the vast majority of calls 
he receives are about 
unwanted Staffordshire Bull 
Terriers: “It’s a real shame 


that people take dogs on 
without thinking about the 
costs and time involved in 
looking after them properly,” 
he said. 

Over the months, T has 
developed a passion for his 
job: “Through doing this 
work, I’ve realised that dogs 
are fantastic creatures. 
“When I’m outwalking them 
I get to meet lots of people, 
and if we do manage to help 
find them nice, new homes, 
then it gives me real 
pleasure.” 


Battersea for rehoming. 
Around 120 dogs are 
helped by the service 
each year. 

The animal warden 
service does not only 
look out for unwanted 
or lost pets however. 

When two tower blocks 
on the Nightingale Estate 
were knocked down, the 
service provided a 
temporary home for cats, 
budgies, dogs and other 
pets from the area to keep 
them safe during the 
demolition process. 

The Council also works 
closely with the Blue Cross, 
who bring their mobile 
k veterinary clinic to 

Hackney Town Hall car 
park every Wednesday 
from 10.30am to 
12noon and 2pm to 


3.30pm. The service offers 
treatment and support for 
people who can’t afford 
private fees for their pet. 
Owners must be in receipt 
of a means-tested benefit or 
a state pension, and bring 
proof of this with them.

2. The general effect of the Order would be to prohibit 
vehicular traffic on Riversdale Road between its junction with 
Green Lanes and its junction with Mountgrove Road. 

3. The alternative route for traffic will be indicated by 
appropriate traffic signs during the works and shall be for: 

(a) Green Lanes: southbound via Highbury New Park and 
northbound via Brownswood Raod; and 

(b) Blackstock Road and Highbury Park: southbound via 
Highbury New Park and Northbound via Brownswood Road. 

4. The Order shall come into force on 1 2 January 2009 until 
1 February 2009 or until the works are completed, whichever 
is the sooner.
